than good. Of] is the foundation 
of the greatest fortunes and most 
prolific return on a given amount 
of money in the world today. It 
is useless to argue this point for 
only one or two exceptions in some 
small field of endeavor can 
pete im this regard with oil.

It takes only a few months to 
gain sufficient knowledge of radio 
to pass the United 
government examination for 
commercial operator's license. 
To secure the license, how- 
ever, is but the commencement of 
the radio operator’s career. It 
has been estimated that it takes 
five*years of operating after the 
license has been obtained, to make 
a finished and polished profession- 
al operator. 


Modulation, so often spoken of 
in connection with radio telephony,

RAIL OFFICIAL 
DISAPPOINTED 


Action Urged on Santa Fe 
_ Franchise Plea 


Says Road Ready to Spend 
Fortune at Harbor 


Disappointment at the three 
months’ delay of the City Council 
in approving of the Santa Fe's 
application for a franchise to ex- 
tend its lines to Los Angeles Har- 
bor was expressed yesterday by 
General Manager Hibbard of the 
railroad. 

Mr. Hibbard said: “I am con- 
fident the people of Los Angeles 
approve whole-heartedly of the de- 
the Sarte-Fe to spend at 
Jeast $1,600,000 in extending our 
lines to Los Angeles Harbor, as it 
will add a great transcontinental 
railroad line to the port, docks and 
industries, and aid in the develup- 
ment of our harbor. Because 1! 
know that we have the support of 
the people of Los Angeles, the of- 
ficiais of the Santa Fe are greatly 
disappointed at the City Council's 
delay in formally approving and 


granting us a franchise for our 
extension. 


FIRST OF MANY STEPS 
“The granting of this franchise! 
is only the first in a long series 
of legal steps, which must be tak- 
en before we can begin construc- 
tion work. We must secure like 
authority from the State Railroad 
Commission and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, at Wash- 
ington. We filed our application 
for a franchise at bo City Hall 
last May, and yet action has 
been taken. The Utilities Com- 
mittee of the Council's request tor 
a survey of all railroad and termi- 
nal facilities at the port will take 
at least thirty or sixty days, and 
this means still more delays. for 
us. The Cound! should grant us 
now the franchise we ask for, so 
that we can proceed to take the 
other necessary legal steps to clear 
the way for construction work. The 
franchise can be so drawn by the 
City Attorney as to fully protect 
the city and the harbor district in 
the matter of future rail routings 
and terminalis, and the Santa Fe 
will always be found read} and 
willing to co-operate with the city 
in adjusting its plans to meet any 
general comprehensive plan for 
railroad facilities at the harbor. 


OBJECTS TO DELAY 

“I can see no object, therefore, 
for the Council's delay in graht- 
ing the Santa Fe a_ franchise, 
which has received the indorse- 
ment: of the Board of Public 
Works, Board of Public Utilities, 
Board of Harbor Commissioners, 
Los Angéles 


MOTTO STRIKES SNAG 


“*Let’a go’ is the motto of the 
Santa Fe, but in the matter eo 
spending our money to extend our 
lines for the benefit of the har- 
bor and incidentally for the bene- 
Ht of the community at large we 
seem to have struck a snag in the 
City Council. We have waited for 
three months for the Council's ap- 
proval and we cannot turn a wheel 
in our development work until the 
Council acts. I believe that when 
the Council realizes the effect their 
failure to act is having in hold- 
ing of the

applied.
